The Central Belief Committee of Bal-, 


timoro asks cOLtributiona to a special 
fund to bo ueed iq pioviding for tlio 
homelesp, and also asks the city author- 
itiea to p'urchaso broken etone for uee 
on tho roads, and tbo committee will e-n- 


an equivalent amount of work, provided 
by tbe street cleaning bureau and other 
agcpcies.
